The Committee appointed the meeting the American Philo- 
sophical Society the 20th February last, examine and report 
upon collection fine wools, presented the king Saxony 
Peter Browne, Esq. this city:— 

Report, That they have attended the duty imposed upon them 
their appointment, and have received, from the kind politeness 
Mr. Browne, much aid and information relation the subject 
their inquiries. already known the Society that the attention 
this gentleman has been for some time directed the minute and 
critical investigation hair and wool, and that means assi- 
duous microscopic and micrometric examination these bodies 
has been enabled arrive results, some which appear have 
been before unknown, and others, known, very little noticed. 
Among these, claims the 

That was the first point out the exact difference between hair 
and wool; and that originated the division sheep into two spe- 
cies, viz: the hairy and the woolly. 

That the application the well known laws hybridism, 
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was the first show that crossing these two species, self-sup- 
plying, permanent race animals cannot produced. 

That was the first demonstrate, actual measurement, that 
fine wool can grown the United States, any country 
the world. 

From the results his examination great number speci- 
mens wool from various parts this country, claims have 
discovered that drawing diagonal line across the United States, 
corresponding somewhat with the line tidewater, one may point 
out the respective districts where the woolly and the hairy sheep may, 
and may not, bred with success. 

The Committee not propose enter into critical investigation 
the theories Mr. Browne, relation hair and wool; but from 
the laborious and earnest attention which has given the subject, 
they are inclined regard his opinions and conclusions being well 
worthy considerate attention from the naturalist, the agriculturist, 
and the manufacturer fabrics, which wool forms entire 
component part. If, asserts, the hairy and the woolly sheep 
are different species, and that their breeding together degene- 
rate race produced, yielding mixed fleece hair and wool, and 
inferior other respects; surely important that the fact should 
known, and claim serious attention wherever sheep are bred, that 
the two varieties races may kept separate, appears the 
case the best sheep-folds Saxony. 

The collection wools presented the king Saxony Mr. 
Browne, consists upwards six hundred specimens, very neatly 
put and labelled, embracing varieties from the principal districts 
that country where the growing wool pursued branch 
agricultural economy. specimens exhibit the quality wool 
taken from different parts the same animal, well the vari- 
eties from the different breeds sheep, and the various districts 
which they are produced.

Kingdom Saxony divided into four cir- 
cuits, and fourteen counties, and the specimens now exhibit you, 
(numbering 628) represent the animals belonging the principal 
stock sheep-folds all the circuits, and nearly all the counties; 
that the cabinet may considered presenting fair view 
the existing state sheep husbandry Saxony. 

Saxony the smallest kingdom Europe; containing, according 
some writers, 5300, and according others, 5640, square miles; 
having, for its area, about one-eighth that Pennsylvania, and about 
one-eleventh that Virginia, yet said maintain 25,000,000 
sheep. They export annually immense quantity wool, and 
their own that article employ 25,000 people. 

perfectly satisfied that their sheep are very superior 
kind and that their wool the finest sort, you have only ex- 
amine these specimens, and compare them with the samples fine 
wools brought Mr. Fleishman, from most parts Europe, the 
instance the Federal Government. 

How did Saxony become possessed this inestimable treasure? 

According the celebrated agriculturalist, Germany, 
before the introduction the merinos, had three varieties sheep 
neither which were held high estimation. 1765, Augustus 
Frederick, then elector Saxony, procured from Spain, 200 merinos, 
which placed the County Hayn, and Circuit 
Dresden. Against this innovation, popular prejudice first ran 
high, but gradually subsided with the progress experiment; and, 
1777, much had these sheep risen public estimation, that the 
Elector determined import 300 more. The agent sent Spain 
could procure only 110, and these many died during and soon 
after the transportation; but they, like those previously obtained, were 
selected from the best Spanish flocks; and then commenced the cele- 
brated establishments the County and Circuit 
Bautzen and Lochmule, the County Niederforchheim, the 
Circuit Zwickau. was upon this comparatively slender founda- 
tion that the art sheep breeding was erecied Saxony. 
could never have attained its present great celebrity, but for the rigid 
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observance the rule, breeding, keep these merinos entirely se- 
parate from all other sheep; their blood was, this means, pre- 
served pure; mixture them with either the pre-existing races 
being allowed, any pretence whatever. And this day, the 
Saxon sheep breeder will not permit one lose sight this impor- 
tant fact, proof which, call your attention this clause the 
letter Mr. Kirchen, the farmer the stock the 
Duke Parma, the county Dresden, called Weistropp,” which 
accompanies these beautiful these sheep are the de- 
scendants the original importation from Spain, 1778.”
